“Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves.” (Matt. 7:15.) 

If there was ever a time of 
false prophets and teachers it 
is now. There are so many 
doctrines being taught over the 
country, that it is to our ad- 
vantage to know the Doctrine 
of Jesus Christ. 

“A false balance is abomina- 
tion to the Lord: but a just 
weight is his delight.”

EXECUTIVE COUNCIL NECESSARY. IN SUB- 
JECTION ONE TO ANOTHER

I want to make a mild protest, 
not that I am feeling bad to- 
wards any one, but just want to 
rectify a little matter that is 
going the round. I don’t know 
for sure who started this which 
I shall mention, but it is done 
by those who are at enmity to 
those who are in control of the 
affairs at the Evangel Office.

Now here is the little ‘“‘mud 
slinging,” I will make mention 
ef. It is going the rounds that 
Brother Lee and_ Brother 
Boehmer who are stationed at 
the office will not turn their hand 
to do one thing until they run 
and ask Brother Llewellyn about 
it. I just want to. state that 
this “mud” doesn’t come from 
our own ranks, but from just 
across the fence. We have heard 
it so often that we have gotten 
used to it, but to ease the minds 
of those who are wondering 
about this, we want to offer this 
word of protest and tell you this 
is all buncombe and bosh, that 
is, it is empty, without founda- 
tion, but sent out for policy 
sake. 

Now here is the truth of the 
matter, the business is not a 
one—man rule any more for we 
still have the twelve and the 
seventy elders, also an Execu- 
tive Council. The General Over- 
seer doesn’t dictate altogether 
what shall go now, thank the 
Lord! But we are all in sub- 
jection one to another just like 
Peter said we should be. (1 Pet. 
5:5.) Brother Llewellyn attends 
to his business, Brother Ellis 
when he was here attended to 
his business Brother Boehmer 
attends to his business, and F. 
J. Lee attends to his business. 
Brother Boehmer is perfectly 
familiar with his business, he 
keeps his records according to 
his own plan and the rest of us 
have to go to him many times 
for knowledge of the work on 


the field, he is able to keep us 
posted. 

Brother Ellis had control of 
the Bible School, and the rest 
of us didn’t dictate how he 
should do in his affairs. Now 
in the same way with Brother 
Liewellyn and myself, each’ 
looks after his own business. 
He is supposed to run the Evan- 
gel Office with all the affairs 
connected -with it, also he is 
Treasurer of all money received 
at Headquarters, Orphanage 
and all except the tithe of tithes, 
Brother Boehmer as Treasurer 
receives this. Brother Llewellyn 
was appointed Chairman of the 
Orphanage Committee so these 
two offices thrown together puts 
him in connection with the other 
two men, in active control of 
the Orphanage. 


3rother Llewellyn is looked 
upon by the Assembly as_ the 
business side of the Executive 
Council, and we are glad he is 
and the rest of the Council hon- 
ors him as such. Since the 
Assembly of 1922, the spiritual 
‘side and business side of this 
great work is not involved up- 
on one man. The General 
Overseer went out from that As- 
sembly to attend to his end of 
the Church of God which was 
the spiritual end, the other men 
were to look after their side of 
the great cause, yet when neces- 
sary we were to advise with 
each other abovt matters. 

Everything on the field as 
concerning the churches, their 
Spiritual welfare, or any fric- 
tion or trouble whatever is re- 
ferred to the General Overseer, 
he is supposed to look after the 
spiritual side of the work, he 
receives hundreds. of letters and 
answers them that the other 
brethren never ‘see or know 
what decision or advice is given, 
the other Councilmen never 
know who we license or ordain 
to the ministry or even whose 


ministry we revoke. 
We consider that this Exec- 
utive Council, has been, and 


is, a great blessing to the 
Church, and the good part about 
it is, “we agree, we don’t ‘be- 
come jealous of each other, 
every fellow attends to, his own 
business.” Many other things 
we could say concerning this, 
but will close for this time.

“There appears to be no man 
big enough to stay the rising 
tide of disaster. God alone can 
save. In prayer alone is hope. 
The American people must get 
down on their knees. 

That sounds like a Church of 
God preecher, but it is not. It 
is the words of the Editor of 
one of cur lerge city dailies, a 
writer of national reputation. 
If men of the world realize ex- 
isting conditions, a mighty chal- 
lenge to prayer, what about the 
Church of the living God?

And what- 
soever we ask, we receive of 
Him, because we keep his com- 
mandments, and do those things 
that are pleasing in his sight.” 
He knew the Father heard Him.

of Judah, because they would 


not obey His Word. They ob- 
served feasts called Solemn 
Assemblies, offered sacrifices, 


burned incense, and offered 
many prayers: but they were a 
weariness to God. He could 
not hear their prayers while they 
epenly violated His Word. He 
that turneth away his ear from 
hearing the law. even his 
prayer shall be abomination.” 
(Proverbs, 28:9.) 

The disciples came to Jesus 
with the request “Lord teach, us 
to pray.” Their hearts had been 
deeply stirred by the Savior’s 
prayer. In answer Jesus repeat- 
ed the prayer as He had given 
in the sermon on the Mount, 
then He illustgates the lesson 
He desires to teech them by a 
parable: Which of you — shall 
have a friend. and shail go unto 
him at midnight and say mnto 
him, “Friend, lend me _ three 
loaves, for a friend of mine in 
his journey is come to me and 
I have nothing to set hefore 
him,” and he from within shall 
answer and say, “Trouble me 
not: the door is now’ shut, and 
my children are with me in bed, 
{cannot rise and give thee.” 
{i say unto you though he will 
not rise and give him bee.use 
he is his friend, yet because of 
his importunity he will rise and 
give him as many as he needeth. 

Christ’s lesson in regard to 
prayer is worthy of our careful 
consideration. His illustrations 
bring to view principals we all 
need to understand. Notice the 
man was asking, that he might 
give again. He must obtain the 
bread or he could not supply the 
necessities of a weary belated 
traveler. Though his neighbor 
is unwilling to be troubled, he 
does not cease pleading. 

At last his importunity is re- 
warded, his wants supplied. So 
in like manner we areto seek 
blessings from God. We must 
receive spiritual food or we will 
have nothing to impart. The 
man whose friend came to him 
had nothing to give; but he 
went to one who had food. So 
Jesus directs us to the never- 
failing source of supply. 

Our prayers must not be self- 
ish. We are to ask (and re- 
ceive), that is, the true spirit of 
prayer, then He teaches the ne-
